Rudisill, Littlestown, R. IL, writes in 
a letter just received by his parents. 
Rev.

Rudisill’s latest letter.' 
written from Berlin, under date of 
August 3, follows: 


Hallbsche Strasse, 20, 
Berlin, Germany, 
August 3, 1925. 
Dear Father, Mother and All:— 
From the beginning of the trip I 
have been anxious to see Germany. 
We have now been in Germany for 
more than a week and our impressions 
have been very favorable. 
We find 
the people poor, hard-working, not 
well-dressed, but very kind and cour­ 
teous, wherever we make contacts— 
on the trains, steamships, in hotels, on 
the street and in the few homes we 
have entered. 
We arrived in Cologne on Satur­ 
day last, coming from Amsterdam, 
and passing through several of the 


evacuated by the French. 
English 
soldiers are in Cologne in fairly good 
numbers and they seem to be having 
a fine time of it. 
The 
presence of 
foreign troops is now a 
matter 
of 
course, after these years. 
We attended the Rhineland Thous­ 
and Years Exhibition which portrays 
in a beautiful and 
concrete 
manner 
the development 
of 
the 
Rhineland 
during the millenium. 
We attended 
the nine o’clock service in the cathe­ 
dral (Dom) and it was crowded. The 
Cologne cathedral 
is 
an 
imposing 
structure, even more so than the Can­ 
terbury. 
The 
Canterbury cathedral 
is Episcopalian, while that at Cologne 
is 
Catholic. 
The 
sanctuary 
was 
crowded at the service which we a t­ 
tended. with the aisles standing full 
of people. 
From Cologne we traveled up the 
Rhine (south) partly by 
train 
and 
partly by steamer. 
We stopped at 
Konigswinter and climbed the Drach- 
enfels. 
From that vantage point one 
has a remarkable view up and down 
the Rhine. We descended through the 
Nightingale’s Valley. 
The night was 
passed in Coblenz. 
Here we climbed 
Ehrenbreitstein, 
the 
former 
head- 
quaiters of the American Army of 
Occupation, now in the hands of the 
French. 
From 
Coblentz 
to 
Bingen 
we 
traveled by steamer. 
The scenery 
can never be forgotten. 
Largely be­ 
cause of the associations, I must con­ 
sider it as superior to tho Hudson. 
But the many castles with their long 
and romantic history speak eloquently 
over the centuries.

FRANKLIN’S OWN 
EPITAPH LOCATED 


Chicago, 
Aug. 
21.— Tile 
original 
epitaph penned by Benjamin F ran k ­ 
lin nearly 200 years ago when 
as 
a young printer he lay seriously ill in 
Philadelphia w as found 
W ednesday 
in the collection of a Chicago business 
man. 
The epitaph has been sought 
in some quarters for nearly a hundred 
years. 
It was found tw enty years ago and 
acquired by the Chicagoan.

a few persons acquainted 
with 
the 
Chicagoan’s
